In the 
near future the same will be true from 
the Montgomery county line to Win- 
chester and on to Lexington. Bour- 
bon is calling for bids on nine and a 
fraction miUM from Paris to Little 
Rock. It does not lie in the mouth 
of any citizen of Montgomery to be- 
grudge these sister countie* Hie bless- 
ings these Good Roads will bring — 
but it doe-; go against the grain to ob- 
serve that they all lend AWAY from 
Montgomery County. 

The last contract let for road work- 
in Kownn county calls for the con- i 
struction of eight and a fraction 
miles of Kentucky Rock Asphalt 
Road. Twenty years hence thnt same 
rond will lie serving the people of 
Rowan. On n stretch of Kentucky 
Rock Asphalt Road on the way from 
Louisville to Camp Knox 4.000 ve- 
hicles passed every day for two 
years — army trucks, caterpillars, 
tractors, with their heavy drags, nnd 
artillery, twenty-one ton guns. Within 
recent time the writer saw this rond. 
after this wartime test, and found 
it in excellent condition, without a 
hole, without u crack.

MAKING PIRCES HIGH 

We reprint on thia page today a 
striking editorial from Country Life. 
/The picture of our economic situation 
At presents is far from optimistic. It 
is scarcely overdrawn. There are, of 
course, many localities in which the 
abuses, both in the matter of labor 
and the profiteering capitalists, are 
nothing like so serious. There are 
many wage earners whose attitude is 
reasonable, whose wage g are mod- 
erate and who are rendering efficient 
\ service. The honest and industrious 
wage earners suffer witB the re- 
mainder of the public from the at- 
titude of those who will not work 
unless they get double wages^ or 
who insist upon working only part of 
the time and in a most indifferent 
manner just as the merchants and 
the manufacturer^ who are satisfied 
with a fair profit must suffer as the 
result of profiteering on the part of 
other merchants and manufacturers. 

The elimination of the profiteer 
who manufacturers and sells will not 
of Stself solve our problem, just as 
labor cannot of itself solve the prob- 
lem. Labor can do more toward the 
solution of the problem, however, 
than any other one factor in our eco- 
nomic life by devoting all of its en- 
ergies to the increase of production. 
If the men in the building trades 
were to resolve to work ten hours 
a day, six days in the week, from 
now until the first of October, apply- 
ing thetr skill and their muscle to the 
very best of their ability, a long step 
toward the solution of the building 
and housing problem would be taken. 
Rents would at least be no higher 
next winter. There is good reason 
to believe they would be considerably 
lower. Under existing conditions there 
Is danger that they may be higher. 
If we could raise the standard of ef- 
ficiency and add an hour's time a 
day in every productive industry, the 
law of supply and demand would 
result in lower prices in many lines. 
As long as there are three or four 
families waiting to rent every vacant 
house, we may expect rents to soar. 
As long as there is an unfilled demand 
for practically all products, we can- 
not expect prices to fall.

Good Behavior Means 
Much to Convicts 

"Counting the days" until freedom 
will be made worth the while of the 
Kentucky prisoners. 

A convict's conduct, industry and 
educational endeavor will determine 
to a certnin extent the length of his 
term fitter May 1, under a new om- 
muntation reflation adopted by the 
State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections on recommendation of Dr. 
Joseph P. Byers, Commissioner of 
Public Institutions. 

The new sy*ten» of "good time," as 
prisoners call it, is ba-ied on con- 
duct and length of service, and is 
-object to forfeiture in whole or in 
part for misconduct. Dr. Byers' |dn 
is to make it a method of reward and 
punishment and let it play a part in 
chancter building. 

The new regulation is seven days 
the month the first year, eight the 
second and ten the third and sub- 
sequent years. In this way, by good 
conduct, the prisoner takes two 
months and twenty-four days off his 
term the first year, three months and 
six days the second and four months 
in ench succeeding year. 

Thus, after two years, a prisoner 
may reduce the remainder of his term 
fully one-third; or by one exhibit inn 
of lack of self-restrnint lose all his 
"good time" and be forced to serve 
his full sentence. 

Heretofore seven days the month 
has been the maximum for prisoners 
inside the walls and ten days for men 
working on the roads.
